The Vereinlgte Glanzstoff factory at Elsterberg employs 1,450 workers, 500 
of whom are women. The factory has 56 spinning frames. The reduction target 
has been set at 150 tons per month, and this quota has been filled consistently 
since June 1947. The finished products are sent to hosiery factories for the 
manufacture of stockings. There are no difficulties regarding supplies of cel- 
lulose, but difficulties do arise in the provision of the necessary chemicals, 
especially carbon disulphide. 


Perlon and nylon thread is manufactured by Tirffaringische Zallwolle AG, Sch^arza, 
only, and not by any of the above-mentioned firms. 


Kanm^arnsninnerei StShr 6 Co., AG, Leipzig-Markkleeberg, StBhratrasse 32, em- 
ploy 650 workers, including 400 women, writing in two shifts. The other firms 
belonging to this company are situated at Elisa bethallee 64. Forty tons of 
staple fibers are spun every month; this is the equivalent of 60 percent of pre- 
war production.

The Leipziger Baumwollsplnnerei, Leipzig-Lindenau, Gpinnereisorasse 7/9, pro- 
cessed 170 tons of cotton and synthetic products in March 1948, as against a 
target figure of 122 tons. Shortage of skilled writers is retarding the pro- 
duction of thread, for which the target is 500 kilograms per month.
